Relief planned for Route 83 drivers

The project will focus on the 4.6- 
mile stretch of. Route 83 between 
Petite Lake Road and the Wisconsin 
state line. 

' The road goes through the villag- 
es of Antioch and Lake Villa. 

Plans call. for the widening, of the 
highway in order to add a center 
turning lane, and the modernization 
of traffic signals and intersections 
along the route. 

Additional work also will be com- 
pleted on the drainage system sur- 
rounding the highway. 

State Sen.' Michael Bond, D- 
Grayslake, who was instrumental 
in bringing in money for the proj- ■■- 
ect, said the Illinois Department of 
Transportation and local officials 
will work to move quickly on the 
project and minimize delays for 
drivers.

Tyszkiewicz, whose staff will fa- 
cilitate the building of the project, 
said engineers will work to keep traf- 
fic moving along Route 83 through- 
out the construction process. 

"The challenge is maintaining 
traffic and giving the contractor 
room to build [the highway]," he 
said. "[Construction] does affect the 
community at-Iarge until it does get 
built. Getting there is painful." 

Although additional slowdowns 
are a natural part of large construc- 
tion projects, the highway still will 
operate as two-lane road, with north 
and south traffic flow continuing 
during the project, Bond said. 

Considering the difficulty in se- 
curing construction funds without 
a state capitol bill, Bond said he has 
spent much of his time in Spring- 
field learning the intricacies of the 
budgeting process, 



"It's very difficult to do without a 
capitol bill," Bond said. "The trick is 
to understand the budget and have 
the resources in Springfield get al- 
located." 

Local officials react positively 

.Ant io ch May orvDorpthy Lar so n 
said the, road improvements are a 
welcome relief for her community. 

"This' is excellent ne.ws. We have"" 
been lobbying our legislators for a 
year and a half to do something about 
.this issue," Larson said.. '.'There is 
just one pothole after another. Our 
residents look like drunk drivers be- 
cause they are swerving to avoid pot 
holes." 

Lake Villa Mayor Frank Loffredo 
said he expects the project will alle- 
viate a lot of the problems with con- 
gestion on Route 83. 

"[The] northern corridor only 
gets heavier with traffic," Loffredo 
said. "Parts of the day it's like a pa- 
rade. You might as well start waving 
because you're certainly not mov- ■ 
ing." 

Limiting the affects of the proj- 
ect on local businesses is a priority, 
Bond said, and town hall meetings 
will be scheduled in the future to 
keep residents informed throughout 
the project.

Usjesof pyretlirin remain prevalent 

Rising problem

A recent ' study shows 
that the number of reported 
human health; problems of 
a chemical; fouhd', : hi .inany ' 
lawn-care and llea-treatment 
products are on the rise, and 
the local picture" presents it 
as an issue among pets, too.' 

But the Illinois Poison 
Center considers pyretlirin 
safe for humans - when used 
as directed. 

Pyrethrins and the syn- 
thetic version, called py- 
rethroids, are used widely 
in lice shampoos, flea and 
tick killers, and other insec- 
ticides, such as roach and 
ant sprays. The chemicals 
also are used in some medi- 
cations, including scabies 
treatments, said Carol Des- 
Lauriers, a pharmacist and 
clinical service manager for 
the Illinois Poison Center. 

'If you see a lot of reports 
on pyrethrins, it's only be- 
cause they're everywhere," 
DesLauriers said. "The only 
thing that can possibly hap- 
pen is it exacerbates asthma 
or allergies because they are 
derived from plants."

Protection Agency filed by 
pesticide manufacturers and 
found, that pyrethrin and py- 
rethroids accounted for more 
than 26 percent of all fatal, 
major and moderate human 
incidents in 2007, up from 15 
percent in 1998. 

DesLauriers said the 
chemical was safe for hu- 
mans, but Dr. Dan Mark- 
walder, a veterinarian at 
Animal Care Clinic in Al- 
gonquin, said animals were 
a different story. 

"This is a really old drug 
that should not be used on 
animals' because nowadays 
there are so many more safer 
products out there," Mark- 
walder said. 

But the number of nega- 
tive reactions to pyrethrin 
is decreasing, Markwalder 
said. He now sees fewer than 
10 cases each year, compared 
with as many as 60 cases a 
year 10 years ago. 

Death from pyrethrin ex- 
posure Is rare in animals but 
can happen if left untreated, 
Markwalder said.
